SKILLFUL SURGERY. 


The Case of Albert Ballard the 
Savage Miner. 
Saturday evening’s Virginia Chron- 
icle contains the following relative to 
the fatal injury sustained at the Savage 
mine by Albert Ballard: Through 
the kindness of the family of Albert 
Ballard the surgeons in attendance 
were allowed to hold a post mortem 
examination on the remains of de- 
ceased. It disclosed that the gopher 
bar had penetrated the body in an 
upward direction, inward and not 
backward from the wound above the 
groin, a distance of ten inches making 
an extensive laceration of the psoas 


magnus or tenderloin muscle; the end 
of the bar striking against and making 
a dent in the spinal column ona level! 
with the kidneys. There is an ex- 
tensive peritonitis, pnrticularly severe 
in the region of the top of the internal 
wound, over the liver and stomach. 
This peritonitis was the cause of death. 
In d to the torn bowel, where 
two and a half inches were cut away, 
the remaining ends joined together by 
@ surgical operation, it was found that 
nature had made a vigorous effort to 
repair the injury, and no leakage had 
takén place Whatever. An abundant 
supply of plasticlymph was thrown 
around the united bowel in every part, 
miking firm adhesions which in the 
short spate of four days was quite the 
markable, showing beyond doubt that 
cut or torn bowels can'be successfully 
united. 

That part of thespliced bowel was cut 
outat the post mortem and fastened 
to a bydrant, a strong curraut of water 
tarned on, and the new adhesions 
stood the test perfectly without leak- 
ing in any plece. The contents of the 
bowels had been passing through the 
aew channel at the joint ae well as 
the other portion of the bowels. The 
extensive peritonitis following the ter- [ 
rible injury was more than any bhu- 
man mortal could endure, The post 
mortem examitation was made by 
Drs. Manson and Webber.

Wuereas, By an Act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Nevada, approved 
February 10, 1887, ‘‘Arbor Day’’ is eb- 
tablished and made ‘‘a holiday for the 
public schools ;’’ and 
Wuereas, By the terms of said Act 
the Chief Executive is requested to 
make proclamation of said day thirty 
days prior to its observance ; 
Tuererore, I, C. C, Stevenson, 
Guvernor of: the State of Nevada, do 
hereby proclaim and set apart Friday, 
the fourth day of April, A. D. 1890, as 
Arbor Day, and earnestly request its 
observance throughout the State, espe- 
cially. by all the teachers and pupils of 
the public schools, and that said Act | 
be read by teachers to pupils and its 
wise and salutary provisions explained. 

It is recommended that Arbor Day, 
so established, be observed by the peo- 
ple of the State in the planting of trees, 
shrubs and vines, in the promotion of 
forest growth and culture, in the ad- 
vancement of public and private 
grounds, places and ways, and in such 
other efforts and undertaking as shall 
be in harmony with the character of 
the day.

I find that the genéral opinion at 
present is that the Da 4 loss of 
cattle in Eastern Nevada will be equal 
to 40 or 45 percent. This estimate is 
made outside of the big Holders who 
had made no provision for feed or 
shelter. It is believed they will be 
lucky to come out of the winter with 
no greater loss than from 55 to 60 per 
cent. 

The loss of horses may reach as high 
as 20 per cent or more, this death rate 
being chiefly among mares with foal 
and yearlings.

How They his ‘Bought and | sala fn the 
" Market at Stamboul. 

Théte are atttially at Stamboul about 
ninety regular slave brokers who sell 
and buy slaves, 6f who are the medium 
vf buying or selling. The slaves are 
lodged in houses known by the public, 


just as they know the dealers in any 


sort of merchandise. The, principal 
slave houses are about thirty. 

' The Abyssinian slaves are rare on ac- 
count of the delicacy of their health. 
An Abyssinian maiden from fourteen to 
seventeen is worth from 60 to 120 liras 
(a lira is worth about 18 shillings), but 
a handsome one is sure to bring 300 
liras. White slaves (Tcherkes) are 
more abundant. Maidens from twelve 
to fifteen are quoted from 60 to: 300 
liras, and those from sixteen to twenty 
from 60 to 1,000 liras. ‘The price varies 


‘according to’ beauty, size, complexion 


and accomplishments. Singers and 
musicians generally bring a good price. 
Many people here buy slaves for legal 
marriages, ‘prefétting them to ‘Turks. 
The reasoy is that a slave has ‘fio rela- 
tions (mother-in-law especialiy), and, 
therefore, no visitors: or callers. She 
endeavors to please her husband. She 
is obedient and economical, and very 
affectionate even if pretty well treated. 
Many slaves would not leave their 
masters for the world, but many others | 
would be too glad to obtain their lib- 
erty.

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‘THE OKRA FIBER. 


Ite Claims as a Satisfactory nctory Substitute for = 


For several vals phone experiments 
have been made with okra fiber, and re- j 
cently the Departmentof Agriculture has: 
been furnished with beautiful specimens 
of it, but little has been: known of its 


> Availability for the manufactureof cheap 


products. An Edgefield County planter. 


recently sent the State Department of; } 


Agriculture a sample of okra fiber as 
glossy and strong as ramie. The de- 
partment sent the specimen to the Na- 


tional Department at Washington. Sec- j 


retary Rusk, in acknowledging its re-, 
ceipt, says that the specimen is a very. 
fair one, that letters from all parts. of 
the South indicate a general inclination 
to substitute the okra fiber for jute, not 
only for cotton bagging but, for all pur- 

poses for which jute is used. Secretary 
Rusk is very anxious to know the proc- 

ess of preparing the fiber. Now comes 
Mr. W. E. Sudlow with the assertion 
that he can produce it at a cost. not 
greater than about one cent per pound. 

Mr. Sudlow isan Englishman, born in 

Oldham, raised in Manchester, who has 
large experience in textiles. He is a 
practical engineer and machinist, and 

has put up mills in England, France, 

Australia and Mexico. Mr. Sudlow 

has been in this State for two years, 

during which time he tells the depart- 
ment he has been looking into the okra 

fiber question, and has now reached 
such conclusions as assure him of its 
cheap ‘production. He ‘says that thé 
okra stalk is essentially different from 
the jute, cotton and ramie in~ this, that 
the wood surrounds the fiber, while in 

the others it is mixed with it, and this 

is the key of the problem of cheap pro- 
duction. His experiments last summer 
and fall prove that the okra fiber and 
wood are naturally separated. The mix- 

ing of the fiber with the wood of jute, 

ramie and cotton makes it necessary to 
employ manual labor, chiefly to decorti- 
cate it, and this is so costly that only in 
India and China, where labor is exces- 
sively cheap, is it possible to produce 
the fiber at low prices. The okra, on 
the contrary, can be separated by ma- 
chinery. 

Mr. Sudtow declares that he can make 
a machine which will not cost more than 
an ordinary cotton gin, and which cam’ 
be employed, as gins are employed, on 
efich large farm or in each -neighbor- 
hood, and that by its use planters of 
okra can turn out their fiber and sell it 
as they do cotton for so °muth a pound. 
Into this machine the okra stalks will 
be fed, butts forward, and it-‘will cut 
the wood from the fiber. -By~méans of 
an ingenious device, which Mr. Sudlow 
has explained to your correspondent 
more fully than he cares the public to 
know, the strips of fiber and wood will 
be separated, the glutin will then be 
removed from the fiber by a simple 
process, and, after drying, the latter 
will be ready for the market. Mr. Sud- 
low is now making arrangements for the 
manufacture of an initial set of machin- 
ery, which will practically demonstrate 
the truth of his assertions. 

As to the quality of the fiber, there is 
not the least doubt. Itislong, strong 
and glossy. It can be so subdivided 
that ftcan be used like ramie for the 
makiag of cloth for personal wear, wel 
as for bagging, rope, etc. The chee ones 
of its growing need not be argued soon. 
Abandoned rice fields in the low country 
would raise forests of it. It thrives in 
undrained lands. The quantity which 
can be raised on aa acre must be con- 
sidered only by the ton, and the fiber 
constitutes most of the stalk, the wood 
and bark being very thin and papery. 
The stalks need not be cut at any spec- 
ialtime. They can be allowed to lie in 
the fleld before the fiber is extracted.— 
Columbia (S. C.) Letter. 


| CREOULOUS LONDONERS. 


A Successful Hoax Perpetrated on the 
British Public Many Years Ago. 
_ One of the celebrated hoaxes of his- 
tory took place in London, January 16, 
1749. Some unknown perstn advertised 
that he would on’ that-everning, in the 
Haymarket Theater, play on a common 
‘Walking cané the music of every instru- 
ment then used; that he would while 
on the stage get into a common quart 
‘bottle, and while inside would sing sev- 
eral songs and permit ‘any person to 
harfdle the bottle; that he would, if any 
of the spectators came masked, tell who 
they were, and thatin a private room 
he would produce the representation of 
any dead person and make him speak. 
In spite of the absurdity of this adver- 
tisement the house was crowded. The 
Duke of Cumberland was one of the dis- 
tinguished fools present: The people 
“waited patiently for. the phenomenal 
performer to arrive, but when he failed 
to appear they began to get angry. 
They hissed and shouted until a person 
connected with the theater came for- 
‘ward and announced that if there was 
no performance the moriey would bo re- 
funded. Somebody in the gallery sug- 
gested that if ‘the spectators would pay 
double prices of admission the conjurer 
would go into a pint bottle. The crowd 
laughed, but soon made a charge upon 


the stage. Cumberland was in a fury, 


and wanted the theater pulled down. 
He drew his sword, but somebody 
wrested the weapon out of his hand. 
| Most of the audience rushed out of the 
theater pell-mell, many losing their 
hats, cloaks, wigs and swords, but some 
remained inside and gave vent to their 
rage by tearing up the benches, smash- 
ing the scenery and pulling down the 
boxes, bringing the debris into the street, 


where they made a big bonfire of it, + 


The curtain was hoisted over the blaz- 
pile as a flag. It was never known 
why the hoax was.
